enterprising Cantonese contractor, _ well 
known to the carly foreign residents as that 
of the builder of many of the original 
“hogs” at the various Ports, who 
was generally knowa by hig soubri- 
quet of ** Chop-Doilar.’ iff thia.took place 
in the early “ factory” days, when Canton 
was the centre of civilisation of China; aud 
was looked upon as the guide in all mattera 
architectural, and the source whence were 
derived the workmen and the materials. for 
building throughout the whole af the five 
rts then opan to foreign trade, With 
ricks and. lime then from Cauton,aad with 
granite from Boagkess, waa builf by ao 
enterprising Chinese oobtractor on Anglo- 
Chiuese lines the block of buildings, which 
afterwards becoming inhabited by Chinese, 
aa did the similar building in Shanghai, — 
grew up into a rockery of the lowest. and 
worst kind.

SUBSIDIARY COINAGE AT 


: : HONGKONG. 


ee (Daily Press; 80th May - 
subsidiary~ coinage in circulation at 
Hongkong is mixed by reson of the close 
neighbourhood of and intimate relations with 
Canton. This inixture in various ways causes 
inconvenience and los: to individuals, and 
the correspondence now published indicates 
how it may affect the well-being of a 
corporation. Mr, E. Ossorne, on behalf 
of the Star Ferry Confpany, asks the 
Chamber of Commerce to consider the 
uestion with a view to influencing legisla- 
tion. After pointing out the objections to 
the present state of things, he makes two 
remedial suggestions, which the Chamber of 
Commerce, voiced by Mr. E. A. Hewnrts 
treats as one proposal, which it is ‘alto. 
gether unnble to endorse”. We should 
have thought that Mr. Osnorne’s two 
proposals might have been considered 
separately with advantage. In one he 
proposes to reverse the law and make the 
ritish subsidiary coins legal tender to any 
amount; in the other he asks, with more 
reason, we think, that Government should 
pledge iteelf to redeem all its coins at par. 
he reason for legally restricting the 
number of subsidiary coins which may be 
tendered in payment of large ainounte has. 
never ceased to exist ; is obvious to every- 
body; and thera would have to be much 
stronger reasons adduced before any 
government would think of nbandoning 
such} a conimen precaution, With the 
stizgestion: that'the Hongkong Government 
should ou demand redeem any: of its own 
coins at par we are in fall sympathy; the 
proposal really rests on a broader basis 
than the: more or less temporary losses 
occasioned by local fluctuations. Of a 
similar proposition in the cus: of China, at 
the beginning of the month, we remarked 
on the reasonableness and justice of this 
obligation; and tbe obligation appears to 
us all the stronger iu the case of o British 
governnient. The Chamber of Commerce 
holds that ns the logal tender of subsidisry 
coin is limited, it is natural that its oe 
value should fluctuate according to supply 
and demand. That is true of almost any- 


| thing, where it is a case- of arraugement 


and trade obligation. Even a Bank of 
England note for £10 fluctuates in value, 
according to supply and demand, in Houg- 
kong, but when banded over the counter of 
that institution, supply and demand cease 
to affect it: its value is ite face value, no 
more and no less. It is true there is a 


‘| certain intrinsic value attaching to coins 


which the note cannot-claim, but in essence 
the twenty cent piece bearing the stamp of 
the Hongkong Government is just as much 
a promise to pay on demand. [t can never 

retead to cuntain metal to the value of onc
